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State  Research  for  Printers  and  Binders. 

What   the   U.S.  Government    is    Doing    in    the 
Investigation  and  Standardisation   of  Materials. 


That  the  State  should  undertake  the  neces- 
sary but  costly  work  of  investigating  and 
standardising  the  materials  used  in  printing 
and  bookbinding  is  a  proposition  that  will  be 
of  interest  to  many  printers  in  thiscountry.  It 
would  appear  that  the  printing  industry  of 
the  States  is  already  benefiting  by  valuable 
technical  research  conducted  by  the  National 
Bureau  of  Standards,  a  branch  of  the  U.S. 
Department  of  Commerce,  which  is  gathering 
first-hand  technical  information  that  may 
prove  of  value  to  the  printer  and  the  manufac- 
turer of  papers,  inks,  adhesives  of  all  kinds, 
leather  and  the  textiles  that  have  use  in  book 
binding.  These  essentials  of  production  are  be- 
ing studied  with  respect  to  composition,  char- 
acteristics and  performance  under  varying 
conditions.  The  information  gleaned,  even 
when  not  in  the  shape  for  dissemination  to  the 
general  public,  is  usually  available  to  any 
producer  or  consumer  of  commodities  whose 
interest  is  established. 

Research  in  Paper. 

Writing  on  this  in  the  Publishers'  Weekly 
(New  York),  Mr.  Waldon  Fawcett  says  that 
in  the  case  of  paper,  as  in  other  lines,  testing 
and  research  are  proceeding  together  at  the 
Bureau  of  Standards.  The  Bureau  tests  all 
the  papers  used  in  the  publications  and  print- 
ing of  the  national  government,  but  obviously, 
the  information  obtained  is  equally  applic- 
able to  privateconsumption  of  paper.  Acting 
m  an  advisory  capacity  on  paper  purchase, 
the  experts  at  the  Bureau  now  undertake  to 
furnish  the  data  necessary  to  eliminate  unde- 
sirable papers,  quality  being  determined  by 
scientific  tests  rather  than  by  the  judgment  of 
inspectors.  As  a  result  of  the  movement  for 
more  intelligent  buying  on  the  part  of   the 


Government,  print  papers  are  bought  on  speci- 
fications and  samples  of  all  deliveries  are 
analysed  and  tested  at  the  Bureau. 

For  purposes  of  paper  appraisal,  the  Bureau 
determines  the  fibrecomposition  by  the  micro- 
scope, the  folding  endurance  by  the  Schopper 
folder,  the  weight  by  special  balances,  the 
burstmg  strength  on  standard  paper  testers 
carefully  calibrated  in  advance,  and  the  tensile 
strength  and  thickness  by  special  devices. 
After  several  years  of  such  work  the  ground  is 
prepared  for  a  thorough  examination  into  the 
factors  which  affect  the  qualities  of  paper. 
The  analyses  of  the  Bureau  are  such  as  to  en- 
able the  Government  experts  to  reproduce  the 
formula  by  which  the  paper  was  made. 

Of  manifest  significance  is  the  research  that 
has  been  undertaken  at  the  Bureau  of  Stan- 
dards with  respect  to  the  "life"  and  endur- 
ance of  paper.  This  investigation  in  so  far  as 
it  has  progressed,  includes  the  effects  of 
humidity  upon  the  properties  of  paper  such  as 
strength,  weight  and  thickness  ;  the  deteriora- 
tion of  paper  by  colouring  matter,  loading, 
sizing,  etc.  ;  andthe  study  of  the  durability  of 
wood  cellulose  as  compared  with  cotton  and 
linen.  In  operation  at  the  Bureau  is  a  paper- 
making  machine  and  all  the  appointments  of 
a  full-fledged  paper  mill  on  a  small  scale. 
This  equipment  permits  the  production  of  ex- 
permental  papers  under  predetermined  con- 
ditions and  of  definite  composition. 

Effort  is  being  made  at  the  Bureau  to  devise 
papers  for  permanent  records,  the  Standards 
institution  having  undertaken  to  investigate 
the  conditions  that  cause  paper  to  turn  yellow 
and  become  brittle.  When  the  Bureau  in- 
augurated its  project  a  few  years  ago  there 
were  no  known  tests  that  could  be  depended 
upon  to  furnish  a  reliable  information  in  re- 
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gard  to  the  possible  life  of  a  paper  in  actual 
use.  Such  tests  are.  however,  being  developed 
and  will  permit  the  securing  of  permanent 
papers  when  needed. 

There  has  also  been  under  way  for  years 
past,  experimental  work  calculated  to  con- 
tribute papers  and  paper  containers  that  may 
prove  of  real  value  to  all  interests  that  are 
called  upon  to  ship  books  or  wrap  books  for 
direct  delivery.  Under  the  spur  of  the  needs 
-of  the  recent  war,  this  effort  resulted  in  the 
production  at  the  Bureau  of  an  extra  strong 
paper,  having  tensile  and  bursting  strength 
greatly  in  excess  of  any  papers  on  the  market. 
The  new  paper  can  be  produced  commercially 
and  has  wide  possibilities.  Special  studies 
have  been  made  in  this  same  quarter,  of 
waterproof  papers  for  use  in  shipping  goods 
and  lately  there  has  been  interesting  exempli- 
rication  of  the  value  of  crrped  or  corrugated 
paper  as  a  medium  for  protecting  thecontents 
of  a  package  against  damage. 

Bookbinders'  Materials. 

Leather  and  all  the  other  materials  that 
enter  into  book  binding  are  within  the  in- 
vestigative province  of  the  Bureau  of  Stan- 
dards. Leather,  for  example,  has  been  tested 
as  to  its  adaptability  for  special  usage  by 
means  of  measurement  of  strength,  stretch, 
durability,  weight,  etc.  Increased  use  in 
recent  years  of  so-called  artificial  leathers 
and  the  absence  of  any  satisfactory  tests  for 
measuring  the  quality  of  such  materials  has 
led  the  Standards  Bureau  to  start  an  investi- 
gation designed  to  develop  standard  methods 
of  determining  the  quality  and  durability  of 
these  materials.  Having  contact  with  book- 
bindery  interests  and  likevi'ise,  indirectly,  with 
paper-producing  interests  is  the  work  that  the 
Bureau  of  Standards  has  been  doing  in  en- 
couragement of  the  establishment  of  an 
American  dyestuffs  industry  and  the  produc- 
tion of  dependable  dyes  and  colours.  The 
day  would  seem  to  be  at  hand  when  a  pub- 
lisher who  receives  protests  from  readers  that 
the  colours  on  his  covers  "  come  off  "  will 
carry  his  troubles  to  the  institution  at  Wash- 
ington which  has  been  specialising  intensively 
upon  "  fastness  of  colour  "  and  where  the  con- 
clusion has  been  reached  that  deficiencies  in 
fastness  of  colour  are  in  many  cases  due  to 
faulty  mechanical  processes  rather  than  to 
<lyes  of  poor  quality. 

Printers'  Inks. 

Following  its  probe  of  the  influence  of 
atmospheric  moisture  on  paper  during  the 
process  of  colour  printing,  the  Bureau  of  Stan- 
dards has  made  technical  exploration  of  the 
whole  subject  of  inks  with  a  thoroughness 
that  bids  fair  to  be  of  great  value  in  paint 
making.  The  Bureau  has,  as  a  basis  for  its 
work  upon  inks,  years  of  experience  in  the 
analysis  of  the  printing  inks  used  at  the  U.S. 
Government  Printing  Office,  the  largest  print- 
ing plant  in  the  world.  In  prosecution  of  its 
studies,  the  scope  of  investigation  has  ex- 
tended from  printing  ink  pigments  to  printers' 
rollers  and  related  materials.  Officials  at  the 
Bureau  are  confident  that  their  efforts  will 
point  the  way  to  an  improvement  in  the 
•quality  of  printing  and  record  inks  just  as 


there  is  expectation  that  the  attribute  of  per- 
manency will  be  won  for  paper. 

Chemistry  of  Electrotyping. 

Some  six  years  ago,  the  Bureau  of  Standards 
entered  upon  an  ambitious  study  of  the  chem- 
istry of  electrotyping,  some  of  the  beneficial 
results  of  which  have  already  been  translated 
to  book  publishing,  with  a  prospect  of  more 
to  follow.  Electrotypers  have  been  given 
much  needed  information  for  the  control  of 
their  solutions,  and  other  technical  problems 
that  had  long  baffled  the  industry  have  been 
attacked  with  gratifying  results. 

The  aim  of  the  Bureau,  in  all  its  investiga- 
tions and  experiments  that  tend  to  the  better- 
ment of  American  printing  and  book  manu- 
facture has  been  to  attain  practical  objectives 
rather  than  to  make  quest  solely  for  the  sake 
of  science.  Thus  in  the  case  of  printers'  rollers 
the  Bureau  devised  a  method  of  using  specially 
prepared  beet  molasses  instead  of  cane 
molasses  as  the  principal  ingredient,  with  the 
result  that  not  only  do  the  rollers  of  the  new 
type  give  longer  service  without  hardening 
than  could  be  obtained  from  those  on  the  old 
specification  but  the  roller  made  by  the  new 
formula  can  be  remelted  and  recast  —  an 
economy  not  possible  with  the  old  style  roller. 
Similarly,  the  Bureau  has  obtained  an  inti- 
mate knowledge  of  glue,  mucilage  and  paste 
that  should  be  drawn  upon  by  any  firm  whose 
problems  encompass  the  use  of  adhesives. 


importance  of  Getting  at  the  Facts. 


Printers  who  hear  sorry  tales  about  the 
methods  of  their  competitors  would  do  well 
to  avoid  hasty  judgment.  They  might  bear 
in  mind  a  case  recently  investigated  by  the 
Council  of  the  Federation  of  iMaster  Process 
Engravers. 

A  complaint  was  laid,  says  the  Process 
Monthly,  that  a  given  house  had  secured  the 
appointment  of  one  of  their  principals  as 
director  of  a  group  of  papers,  and  so  secured 
the  block  work  of  the  firm,  part  of  which  had 
been  previously  done  by  the  house  making 
the  complaint,  and  as  a  consequence  they  had 
been  deprived  of  that  work,  and,  further,  that 
in  another  case  the  firm  complained  against 
had  offered  to  put  money  into  another  venture 
provided  the  block  work  was  given  them. 

These  matters  were  thoroughly  sifted,  and 
the  whole  of  the  parties  were  brought  toge- 
ther at  the  council  meeting,  when  it  was 
clearly  shown  that  there  was  not  the  slightest 
ground  for  the  statements  made,  that  the 
house  complained  against  was  not  doing  the 
work  in  question,  in  fact,  had  no  knowledge 
of  the  people  referred  to,  and  had  no  connec- 
tion, either  direct  or  indirect,  with  either  of 
them. 

This  having  been  made  quite  clear,  it  was, 
of  course,  easy  for  the  complainant  to  make  a 
handsome  apology  and  withdraw  the  charge 
made,  and  so  the  incident  concluded  very 
happily. 
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Smith  V.  Burrup,  flathieson  and  Sprague, 
Limited. 

Some  interesting  points  of  law,  important 
to  printers  and  others,  are  involved  in  a  judg- 
ment given  last  week,  in  the  Divisional  Court 
of  the  King's  Bench  Division  of  the  High  Court 
of  Justice.  This  case— Smith  v.  Burrup,  Ma- 
thieson  and  Sprague,  Ltd.— was  one  in  which 
Messrs.  Burrup,  Mathieson  and  Sprague, 
Ltd.,  printers  and  stationers,  of  31, 
Throgmorton-street,  and  114,  Southwark- 
street,  London,  appealed  against  a  judgment 
given  in  the  City  of  London  Court  on  July 
i6th  last. 

In  the  original  action,  Mr.  T.  E.  Smith,  pre- 
viously works  manager  to  Messrs.  Burrup, 
Mathieson  and  Sprague  had  claimed  £8^ 
6s.  8d.,  one  month's  salary,  in  respect  of  his 
having  been  dismissed  without  notice,  while 
the  ftrm  made  a  counter-claim  of  ^295  14s.  7d. 
as  overpaid  commission.  Plaintiff  represented 
that,  entering  defendants'  service  in  191 1  as 
letterpress  overseer  at  a  salary  of  £4  a  week, 
he  had  in  1915  been  promoted  to  be  works 
manager  at  £300  a  year  plus  a  commission  of 
2^  per  cent,  on  the  net  profits  of  the  business 
up  to  ;£"2,ooo  a  year,  and  5  per  cent,  on  the  ex- 
cess. In  1916  he  was  invited  to  obtain  print- 
ing contracts  for  the  firm,  and  was  offered  5 
per  cent,  on  all  orders  accepted.  In  1917 
plaintiff's  commission  came  to  ;^5i7  ;  in  1918, 
to  /Ji.ooo.  In  1918,  under  a  new  agreement, 
he  was  allowed  ;f  1,000  a  year  salary  and  the 
original  2|  per  cent,  on  the  net  profits  up  to 
;£"2,ooo  a  year,  and  5  per  cent,  beyond — drop- 
ping the  5  per  cent,  on  orders  obtained.  Plain- 
tiff resigned  when  Mr.  Mathieson  became  man- 
aging director.  He  was  told  he  could  leave 
at  once,  and  his  month's  salary  was  not  paid. 

For  the  defence  it  was  claimed  that  the  dis- 
missal was  justifi-ed,  that  no  salary  was  due, 
and  it  was  alleged  that  in  consequence  of 
grave  irregularities  in  the  way  in  which  plain- 
tiff conducted  his  business  the  firm  had  been 
losers  of  large  amounts. 

Assistant  Judge  Jackson  gave  judgment  for 
the  plaintiff  on  his  claim,  with  costs,  holding 
that  the  aspersions  cast  on  him  were  un- 
grounded. On  the  counter-claim,  however, 
he  found  for  the  defendants  for  ^^295,  but  with- 
out costs. 

Tlie  High  Court  Judgment. 

Messrs.  Burrup,  Mathieson  and  Sprague 
appealed  against  this  judgment,  and  the  case 
last  week  came  before  Mr.  Justice  Rowlatt 
and  Mr.  Justice  McCardie. 

In  giving  judgment,  Mr.  Justice  Rowlatt 
said  the  question  was  whether  the  defendants 
could  justify  the  summary  dismissal  of  plain- 
tiff. He  emphasised  the  fact  that  plaintiff 
had  been  works  manager,  and  was  under 
agreement  to  give  his  whole  time  to  the  busi- 
ness. He  then  went  on  to  consider  the  alleged 
irregularities  in  plaintiff's  conduct.     He  laid 


stress  on  the  fact  that  according  to  plaintiff's 
own  evidence  he  had  received  ;^2o  from  a 
gentleman  who  had  been  employed  for  a 
remuneration  of  £50  to  sell  a  machine  for  the 
defendants.  It  seemed  to  him,  he  said,  that 
when  that  state  of  affairs  was  disclosed, 
a  breach  of  contract  of  service  on  the 
part  of  the  servant  was  disclosed  which  went 
to  the  very  root  of  the  relationship,  and  that 
it  was  not  a  question— as  the  learned  County 
Court  Judge  had  treated  it  in  this  case— of 
any  tribunal  asking  itself  whether  it  was  ex- 
cusable or  whether  it  was  not  important 
enough  to  justify  dismissal.  It  was  the 
master's  right  to  say  that  that  was  a  ground 
for  dismissal  if  he  thought  fit. 

Mr.Justice  Rowlatt  went  on  to  citeauthority 
in  support  of  his  view  that  if  an  act  of  a  ser- 
vant is  beyond  all  dispute  a  violation  of  the 
confidential  relation,  and  a  breach  of  faith 
towards  the  master,  then  the  rights  of  the 
master  to  determine  the  contract  follow  as 
matter  of  law  ;  also  that  an  agent  employed 
by  a  principal  to  do  business  with  another, 
who,  unknown  to  that  principal,  takes  from 
that  other  person  a  profit  arising  out  of  the 
business  which  he  is  employed  to  transact,  is 
doing  a  wrongful  act  inconsistent  with  his 
duty  towards  his  master,  and  the  continuance 
of  confidence  between  them. 

On  the  question  of  the  counter-claim,  Mr. 
Justice  Rowlatt  supported  the  seemingly  re- 
markable judgment  of  the  County  Court 
Judge  in  allowing  defendants'  counter-claim 
but  without  giving  costs  for  it.  He  pointed 
out  that,  the  plaintiff  being  entitled  to  com- 
mission upon  profits,  a  large  cheque  was  paid 
him  in  anticipation  of  the  auditors' certificate, 
upon  an  understanding  that  there  might  have 
to  be  an  adjustment  when  the  exact  profits 
came  to  be  ascertained  by  the  auditors.  It  had 
turned  out  that  he  had  been  overpaid  several 
hundreds  of  pounds.  But  he  could  not  be 
called  upon  to  refund  anything  until  he  had 
notice  of  the  auditors'  certificate— or  until  he 
was  told  something  about  it  at  any  rate.  Such 
notice  had  not  been  given  to  plaintiff  before 
the  counter-claim  was  filed  ;  therefore  al- 
though the  overpaid  commission  had  to  be 
repaid,  costs  ought  not  to  be  allowed  for  the 
counter-claim. 

Mr.  Justice  McCardie  expressed  the  opinion 
that  the  County  Court  Judge  had  failed  to 
appreciate  the  true  rules  of  law  applicable  in 
the  case.  He  concurred  in  the  view  that  the 
receipt  of  the  secret  commission  amply  justi- 
fied the  dismissal.  He  referred  to  other  irre- 
gularities that  had  been  mentioned,  and  said 
that  to  his  mind  upon  the  undisputed  facts  of 
this  case  the  plaintiff  was  guilty  of  unexcus- 
able  negligence.  He  was  the  works  manager, 
and  it  was  emphatically  his  duty  to  check  the 
costing  system  and  to  supervise  the  work 
tickets.  Errors  of  incredible  magnitude  crept 
into  those  documents.  The  whole  system 
apparently  fell  into  the  gravest  disorder.  He 
himself  w'ould  have  felt  that  the  learned 
County  Court  Judge  ought  upon  the  ques- 
tion of  the  work  tickets  alone  to  have  come 
to  the  conclusion  that  the  defendants  had 
ample  reason  for  dismissing  the  plaintiff.     He 
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therefore  came  to  the  conclusion  that  as  a 
matter  of  law  on  the  undisputed  facts  of  this 
case  the  contention  of  the  defendants  should 
be  upheld. 

In  regard  to  the  counter-claim,  Mr.  Justice 
McCardie  discussed  the  law  relating  to  costs, 
and— in  spite  of  precedent  whicii  would  have 
justified  the  giving  of  costs  to  defendants— he 
agreed  that  the  appeal  must  be  allowed  on 
the  first  point,  the  right  of  dismissal,  but  dis- 
allowed on  the  question  of  the  costs  of  the 
counter-claim.

From  an  Old  Hand's  Viewpoint. 

[communicated.] 
I  happen  to  be  one  of  those  unfortunates 
who  has  spent  a  long  life  at  the  case,  picking 
up  stamps  on  piecework  most  of  the  time, 
and  in  my  old  age  have,  naturally,  lost  the 
ability  to  set  type  as  quickly  as  'l  could  in 
my  earlier  years.  In  my  best  days  I  was  con- 
sidered a  "whip, "but  now  any  one  could 
easily  whip  me.  Still,  I  must  not  complain, 
for,  although  now  a  slow  worker,  by  the 
kindness  of  the  firm  with  whom  I  have  been 
for  a  long  period.  I  have  the  privilege  of 
working  on  as  many  days  in  the  week  as  the 
drawbacks  of  what  is  known  as  "  anno 
domini "  will  allow  me.  Sometimes  I  can 
put  in  a  full  week  sometimes  only  a  few  days, 
and,  as  I  am  a  pieceworker  still,  I  of  course 
put  in  as  much  time  as  possible,  and  here  is 
where,  of  late,  I  have  come  in  for  a  decent 
piece  of  fat. 

VVe  all  know  how  wages  have  risen  to  a 
high  level  by  the  numerous  increases  and 
bonuses  that  have  been  obtained  since  pre- 
war days,  and  the  recent  pieceworkers'  bonus 
of  £2  13s.  per  week  has  been  quite  a  godsend 
to  me,  then  there  is  the  5  per  cent,  on  pro- 
duction on  top  of  that.  Well,  although  1  am 
a  back  number  and  only  turn  out  a  small 
string  during  the  week,  these  latter  bonuses 
allow  me  to  be  considerably  better  paid  for 
my  work  than  the  swiftest  piecehand  in  the 
office. 

Let  us  see  how  this  works  out ;  say  the 
average  pieceworker  turns  out  his  60,000  ens 
per  week  at  gd.  per  1,000,  that  gives  him  £z  5s., 
plus  5  per  cent,  plus  £2  13s..  which  brings  his 
total  to  about  £^  os.  ^d.  This  works  out— as 
near  as  possible  and  disregarding  fractions— 
at  IS.  8d.  per  1,000  ens.  Now,  I  work  as  much 
of  the  week  as  I  am  able  to,  sometimes  every 
day  in  the  week,  but  my  output  for  six  days 
only  averages  35,000.  Well,  that  amounts  to 
£1  6s.  3d.,  plus  5  per  cent,  plus  £2  13s.,  a  total 
of  £\  OS.  6d.  and  a  few  odd  pence,  which  works 
out  at  a  rate  of  2s.  3d.  per  1,000  ;  so  that  really 
I  am  paid  yd.  per  1,000  more  for  my  work 
than  the  "  swift,"  who  does  his  60,000.  On 
the  face  of  it  this  looks  like  putting  a  pre- 
mium on  inefficiency,  and,  although  it  suits 
me  all  right,  I  am  anxious  about  the  future 
and  how  the  boss  will  look  at  the  matter 
when  he  realises  that  the  work  of  his  most 
inefficient  man  is  costing  him  more  than  that 
of  his  best  men.  How  he  will  act  then  I  don't 
know,  but  it  will  probably  lead  to  my  getting 
the  sack,  and  another  unit  will  thus  be  added 
to  the  increasing  army  of  unemployed  printeiS. 
Of  course  this  will  be  hard  lines' for  me,  but 
I  cannot  in  fairness  blame  the  employer,  who. 
in  order  to  compete  with  his  brother  printers, 
has  to  see  that  he  gets  his  work  done  at  the 
lowest  cost.  My  position  is  a  common  one  in 
many  offices,  and,  if  my  forebodings  are  cor- 
rect, there  are  going  to  be  a  good  many  work- 
less  old   men  this  coming  winter  who   will 


have  nothing  to  support  them  but  the  unem- 
ployed pittance.  Well,  if  that  does  not 
suffice  there  is  always  the  workhouse,  for  we 
cannot  all  be  provided  for  by  the  Printers' 
Pension  Corporation,  and  once  we  are  out  of 
work  no  one  will  care  to  employ  us  again 
when  younger  men  are  to  be  had. 

Is  it  not  time  that  the  system  of  bonus  pay- 
mg  was  stopped  and  a  definite  rate  paid  to 
pieceworkers?  Then  both  employer  and 
workman  would  know  exactly  where  they 
stand,  and  their  friendly  relations  would  not 
be  so  likely  to  be  disturbed. 


A  new  cold  liquid  waterproof  glue  con- 
stitutes an  important  invention.  As  a  result 
of  two  years'  experimental  study,  a  Midland 
firm  has  succeeded  in  placing  upon  the  mar- 
ket a  new  glue  called  "  S.D.O."  It  is  interest- 
ing to  know  that  it  can  be  sold  at  a  consider- 
ably lower  price  than  that  which  is  usually 
being  asked  at  the  present  time  ;  other  advan- 
tages are  that  "  S.D.O."  is  sold  in  liquid  form 
arid  can  be  used  when  cold,  thus  doing  away 
with  any  unnecessary  preparation,  such  as 
mixing,  boiling  or  steaming  before  it  can  be 
used.  A  representative  of  the  British  and 
Colonial  Printer  and  Stationer  recently  called 
upon  Mr.  John  Bradley,  37,  Queen  Victoria- 
street,  London,  E.G. 4,  a  well-known  paper 
agent,  who  is  the  London  representative  for 
this  new  product,  and  is  also  a  director  of  the 
company  making  the  glue.  He  said  that  it 
should  prove  a  great  boon  to  all  those  whose 
productions  necessitated  the  use  of  an  adhe- 
sive, and  stated  that  they  have  a  factory  in 
the  Midlands  and,  with  one  shift,  are  produc- 
ing 100  tons  a  week.  It  is  also  their  intention, 
he  said,  to  increase  their  production  to  300 
tons  per  week  at  a  later  date.  Continuing, 
Mr.  Bradley  said  that  at  present  there  was  a 
great  demand  for  "  S.D.Q,"  and  all  that  they 
were  producing  was  practically  already  sola. 
This  bore  eloquent  testimony  as  to  its  quali- 
ties, and  those  who  had  already  tried  it  were 
loud  in  their  praises.  Among  many  mills  in- 
terested in  it  were  the  Dutch  strawboard 
mills,  and  they  were  already  testing  it  with 
a  view  to  replacing  the  German  water-glass 
glue  which  they  were  using  at  present. 
"  S.D.Q."  has  also  been  used  with  great  suc- 
cess for  pasting  and  lining  boards. 

The  glue  is  of  special  interest  also  to  paper- 
makers,  cardboard  and  paper  boxmakers, 
fancy  goods  makers  in  paper  and  leather,  as 
well  as  to  bookbinders  and  general  office 
users.  We  have  been  favoured  with  an  inter- 
esting booklet  setting  forth  the  uses  of 
"'S.D.O.";  this  booklet  is  printed  in  six  dif- 
ferent languages,  and  is  being  sent  out  all 
over  the  world.

Some  years  ago  a  small  plot  of  land  close 
to  the  Aylesbury  works,  and  at  the  junction 
of  four  roads,  was  purchased  by  the  firm  and 
planted  with  shrubs.  Bounded  by  stately 
elms,  it  formed  a  shady  nook,  even  in  the 
country,  and  was  ever  the  delight  of  the  late  Mr. 
Walter  Hazell,  who.  in  his  will,  left  a  sum  of 
money,  the  interest  from  which  vt-as  to  be  used 
for  its  beautification.  What  spot  could  be 
more  fittingly  chosen  for  a  war  memorial  to 
the  memory  of  those  brave  lads  connected 
with  the  firm  who  fell  in  the  war?  This 
memorial  takes  the  form  of  a  monument  of 
Portland  stone  surmounted  by  a  small  cross, 
and  contains  three  bronze  panels  bearing  the 
inscription  and  the  65  names  of  the  fallen— 41 
from  Aylesbury  and  24  from  the  London 
works.  The  unveiling  ceremony  on  Saturday 
last  by  the  Lord  Lieutenant  of  Buckingham- 
shire,'the  Most  Hon.  the  Marquess  of  Lincoln- 
shire, was  most  impressive. 

Mr.  W.  H.  Hazell,  J. P.,  chairman  of  the  com- 
pany, was  unfortunateh'  indisposed,  and  so 
unable  to  attend,  but  amongst  those  present 
were  Mr.  and  Mrs.  R.  C.  Hazell,  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
J.  Crowle-Smith,  Major  and  Mrs.  H.  B.  Viney, 
and  Mrs.  Viney,  sen.,  Captain  and  Mrs.  O.  V. 
Viney  and  Ma'ster  Elliott  Viney.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
R.  J.  Elliston,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  T.  Bergin,  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Jowett,  Major-General  Swann,  the  Mayor 
and  Deputy  Mayor,  and  a  number  of  well- 
known  Aylesburians,  in  addition  to  practi- 
cally the  whole  of  the  Aylesbury  staff  of  H. 
W.  and  V. 

The  Rev.  V.  L.  Whitechurch  (vicar  of 
Aylesbury)  read  the  prayers,  and  the  Rev.  D. 
Witton  (representing  the  Free  Churches)  the 
passages  of  Scripture.  The  Marquess  of  Lin- 
colnshire and  Mr.  R.  C.  Hazell  gave  brief 
addresses,  and  Major  H.  B.  Viney  read  the 
Roll  of  Honour  which  appears  on  the  memo- 
rial. Captain  O.  V.  Viney  was  in  charge  of 
a  guard  of  honour  formed  of  the  firm's  ex- 
service  men,  while  the  fine  band  from  the 
works  discoursed  suitable  music  before  the 
ceremony  and  accompanied  the  hymn,  "O 
God.  our  Help  in  Ages  Past."  The  Rev.  C.  H . 
Daniels  (vicar  of  Walton)  pronounced  the 
Benediction,  and  after  "  The  Last  Post"  and 
"The  King"  there  were  very  few  dry  eyes 
amongst  the  vast  concourse  of  spectators. 

Mr.  Crowle-Smith  placed  a  handsome 
wreath  at  the  foot  of  the  monument  from  the 
directors,  Mr.  Bergin  doing  the  same  on  behalf 
of  the  London  house,  and  within  a  few 
minutes  of  the  close  of  the  ceremony  the 
whole  base  was  one  mass  of  choice  flowers.

Printing  by  Wireless.— A  message  was  re- 
ceived at  the  Royal  Society  of  Arts  on 
Wednesday,  the  17th,  by  wireless  telegraphy 
from  the  Eiffel  Tower  station,  Paris.  The 
aerial  signals  were  first  automatically  recorded 
on  "  Creed  "  (or  Morse  perforated)  tape.  The 
perforated  tape  was  then  run  through  the 
Creed  automatic  printer,  which  recorded  it  in 
Roman  type  on  another  tape. 

A  Frenchman  whose  premises  at  St.  Heliers 
were  raided  by  the  Jersey  police  was  charged 
before  the  stipendiary  magistrate  on  Saturday 
and  remanded  for  a  week.  It  was  stated  that 
the  police  seized  thousands  of  indecent  post 
cards,  circulars,  negatives,  and  a  complete 
printing  outfit.  Evidence  was  given  that  the 
defendant  was  apparently  the  director  of  a 
society  which  had  branches  in  America, 
France,  Egypt,  Syria,  Germany,  Italy, 
Morocco,  and  other  places.  A  large  number 
of  postal  and  money  orders  from  would-be 
customers  were  also  found.

The  ballot  on  the  question  of  the  amalga- 
mation of  the  National  Union  of  Printing 
and  Paper  Workers  and  the  National  Union 
of  Bookbinders  is  almost  completed,  and  the 
results  so  far  show  an  overwhelming  majority 
in  favour  of  the  proposed  scheme. 

As  THE  outcome  of  a  libel  action  brought 
by  Nurse  Emiline  MacCallum  against  Sir 
Henry  Burdett,  now  dead,  and  the  publishers- 
and  printers  of  the  Hospital  and  the  Ntirsing 
Mirror,  an  agreement  was  reached  on  Tues- 
day to  pay  Nurse  MacCallum  £500  damages 
and  costs. 

In  the  entrance-hall  of  the  Evening  Standard 
building  in  Shoe-lane,  Lady  Hulton  recently 
unveiled  a  memorial  tablet  bearing  the  names 
of  130  members  of  the  London  and  Man- 
chester staffs  of  the  associated  papers  con- 
trolled by  E.  Hulton  and  Co.  (Ltd.)  who  fel-l 
in  the  great  war. 

Mr.  Meredith  T.  Whittaker,  president  of 
the  Linotype  Users'  Association,  has  issued 
invitations  to  the  Newspaper  Society  and  the 
Northern  and  Southern  Federations  to  attend 
a  meeting  at  the  Holborn  Restaurant  on  the 
30th  inst.  to  discuss  closer  co-ordination  of 
newspaper  interests  in  regard  to  labour  affairs.

On  the  occasion  of  his  retirement  after  forty 
years'  connection  with  the  Welsh  National 
Press  Co.,  Ltd.,  Carnarvon,  Mr.  John  Jones, 
the  managing  director,  entertained  the  em- 
ployees to  dinner.  Mr.  E.  Morgan  Humphreys,, 
managing  editor  of  the  new  company,  pre- 
sided. Mr.  leuan  G.  Jones  (editorial  staff),  on 
behalf  of  the  employees,  presented  Mr.  Jones 
with  a  barometer  as  a  token  of  the  esteem  in 
which  he  was  held. 

In  the  eleventh  annual  report  of  the  North 
Wales  Advertising  Board,  presented  at  the 
annual  meetiug  at  Pwllheli  last  week,  the 
executive  committee  announce  that  a  new 
edition  (10.000  copies)  of  the  official  hand- 
book has  been  issued.

Settlement  of  Wages   Dispute. 

R.\TiFicATioN  has  now  been  completed  of 
the  provisional  settlement  which,  as  stated 
last  week,  the  executives  both  of  the  em- 
ployers and  the  unions  had  submitted  to  their 
respective  constituents.  It  w^as  first  known 
that  the  terms  had  been  ratified  on  behalf  of 
all  the  employers'  organisations  concerned, 
then  that  the  Printing  and  Kindred  Trades 
Federation  had  followed  suit,  and  finally— on 
Monday  evening— that  the  ballot  of  the  Typo- 
graphical Association  showed  a  majority  in 
favour  of  ratification.  The  voting  figures  are 
not  made  public.  This  settlement  means  that 
to  the  members  of  the  unions  participating  in 
the  negotiations  there  is  due,  as  from  the  first 
pay-day  following  Monday,  November  15th, 
increases  of  5s.  to  all  adult  male  workers  in 
■all  grades  of  towns,  as.  to  qualified  adult 
women  ;  juniors'  and  learners'  wages  also  to 
t)e  adjusted,  and  women  and  junior  members 


enu;a;-;(Hi  i>n  agreed  men's  work  lo  receive  the 
same  advance  as  men.  In  accordance  with 
standing  agreements,  the  new  settlement 
applies  also  to  the  National  Society  of 
Operative  Printers  and  Assistants,  and  the 
National  Society  of  lilectrotypers  and 
Stereotypers.

Unemployment  and  Overtime. 
With  the  serious  increase  of  unemployment, 
the  question  of  the  reduction  of  overtime  has 
come  to  the  fore.  An  agreement  has  just  been 
made  between  the  London  Master  Printers' 
Association  and  the  London  Society  of  Com- 
positors whereby  it  is  agreed  that  the  present 
overtime  limit  of  40  hours  per  calendar  month 
shall  be  reduced  to  32  hours  per  calendar 
month  ;  and  that  the  maximum  in  any  one 
week  shall  be  reduced  from  12  to  10  hours — 
this  reduction  to  take  effect  from  and  includ- 
ing January,  192 1.  There  are  said  to  be  650 
London  compositors  out  of  work.  On  Mon- 
day, at  a  meeting  attended  by  over  500  unem- 
ployed L.S.C.  members,  a  resolution  was 
passed  calling  for  the  abolition  of  all  over- 
time while  unemployment  exists  in  the  trade.

Piece  Comps'  Wages. 

We  do  not  suppose  that  the  matter  of  a 
fluctuating  rate  of  wages  paid  to  piece  comps 
raised  by  a  correspondent  in  this  issue  has 
been  lost  sight  of  by  employers,  and,  there- 
fore, in  ventilating  the  subject  "  Old  Hand  "  is 
emphasising  a  weakness  in  the  present 
arrangements  which  should  be  remedied 
without  delay  by  the  powers  concerned.  It 
must  be  admitted  that  the  present  rate  per 
1,000,  with  a  percentage  on  production,  plus 
bonus,  is  neither  one  thing  nor  the  other,  that 
is,  the  coaip  cannot  be  described  as  either 
piece  or  'stab.  In  these  competitive  times  an 
employer,  however  much  he  would  like  to 
find  a  place  for  "  old  hands,"  would  be  too 
greatly  handicapped  if  production  was  not 
on  normal  lines,  that  is,  a  fair  average  output 
per  man.  No  employer  could  afford  to  pay 
6d.  or  yd.  extra  per  £,000  to  an  indifferent 
worker  as  compared  with  the  rate  that  falls 
due  to  the  average  compositor,  as  it  is  obvious 
that  with  a  large  staff  a  dozen  such  men 
would  involve  an  unnecessary  expenditure  of 
over  ;^io  los.  per  week,  or  about  £"550  per 
annum.  Again,  a  rate  of  output  below  the 
normal  involves  inconvenience  in  many  ways, 
and  the  question  of  light,  heating,  etc.,  has 
also  to  be  considered.  There  is  one  point  that 
our  correspondent  brings  out,  and  that  is 
the  bonus  is  not  quite  fair  in  operation,  and 
should  be  eliminated,  with  a  percentage  on 
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production  on  such  a  basis  as  to  bring  the 
resultant  wages  into  line  with  the  present-day 
standard.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  Society 
of  Compositors  will  use  their  best  efforts  to 
bring  the  rate  for  piece-workrs  on  a  definite 
scale  without  any  further  delay. 


Paper  Exports   Expanding. 

A  NOTEWORTHY  feature  in  connection  with 
the  exports  of  British  paper  last  month  was 
an  excess  in  shipments  of  printings  and 
writings  as  compared  with  the  pre-war  period 
Printings  were  exported  last  month  to  the 
extent  of  128,933  cwts.,  exceeding  slightly  the 
quantity  in  October,  1913.  A  larger  propor- 
tion of  printings  is  now  going  to  British 
Possessions, for  instance  last  month  the  quan- 
tity was  96,755  cwts.,  against  32,178  cwts.  to 
Foreign  Countries  ;  in  October,  1913.  82,804 
cwts.  went  to  British  Possessions  and  45>65^ 
cwts.  went  to  Foreign  Countries.  Writing 
papers  were  shipped  last  month  to  British 
Possessions  to  the  extent  of  23,412  cwts.,  as 
compared  with  16,739  cwts.  in  October,  1913, 
whilst  Foreign  Countries  took  5,969  cwts.,  as 
against  4,557  cwts.  The  exports  of  packings 
and  wrappings  were  extremely  dull  last 
month,  the  quantity  being  18,729  cwts.,  as 
against  102,650  cwts.  in  October,  1913.  Coated 
papers,  including  hangings,  were  in  improved 
demand.  The  total  exports  of  paper  last 
month  were  241,407  cwts.,  of  the  value  of 
;f  1,47 1, 954,  as  compared  with  291,645  cwts. 
valued  at  £"300,802,  for  October,  1913,  for  the 
ten  months  ended  October  of  this  year 
1,831,688  cwts.,  of  the  value  of  £9,616,208,  as 
compared  with  2,971,228  cwts.,  valued  at 
£3,099,250  for  the  corresponding  period  of 
1913-

Prices  More  Stable. 

We  have  all  along  insisted  that  one  of  the 
great  factors  toward  the  return  of  brisk  busi- 
ness is  the  new  level  of  price,  not  only  in 
respect  to  paper,  but  all  other  necessary  com- 
modities. The  cotton  and  woollen  industries 
have  made  big  strides  towards  a  stable  market 
in  the  lower  level,  and  manufacturers'  prices 
are  down  25  per  cent,  to  33  per  cent.  So  far, 
the  reduction  has  not  worked  through  to  the 
consuming  public,  and  until  this  process  is 
complete,  the  public  will  not  open  its  purse. 
Coal  prices  are  now  on  the  way  to  settlement, 
and  in  consequence  manufacturers  of  all  pro- 
ducts will  know  their  position.  The  paper 
mills  are  fast  settling  on  the  new  standards  of 
selling  price,  and  if  some  wholesalers  are  slow 
to  follow  suit,  it  is  to  their  own  detriment.

Those  Time  Dockets. 

The  time  docket  is  rapidlj'  coming  to  the 
front  as  the  great  bone  of  contention  between 
masters  and  men.  Despite  the  claims  made 
at  congresses  and  costing  meetings  that  the 
Costing  System  is  the  main  factor  in  the  de- 
velopment of  the  printing  trade  and  the  up- 
lifting of  its  status,  the  fact  remains  that  a 
large  proportion  of  our  offices  are  all-round, 
i.e..  they  include  bookbinding  departments, 
and  in 'these  offices  the  Costing  System  is 
reduced  to  a  farce.  This  must  be  so. "because 
the  Costing  System  is  based  on  times,  recorded 
by  the  only  person  who  can  know  the  time 
taken,  and  as  the  ruling  and  binding  depart- 
ments refuse  to  accept  the  time  basis,  the  in- 
auguration of  cost  finding  is  a  sheer  impossi- 
bility. To  get  times  recorded  in  three  de- 
partments and  guess  at  it  in  two  others  is  a 
futile  waste  of  labour,  administrative  talent, 
and  good  paper  and  ink.  Incidentally,  it  may 
be  observed  that  the  bookbinder  has  a  pro- 
found reverence  for  time  as  the  basis  when  it 
affects  his  own  wage.  When  it  affects 
administrative  salary  and  returns  on  invest- 
ment which  make  employment  possible,  that 
is  another  matter. 

The  Danger  to  the  Trade. 

Things  cannot  proceed  as  the}'  have  done 
so  far.  We  have  reached  the  period  of  de- 
pression long  threatened.  Business  is  hard  to 
get  and  profits  are  becoming  increasingly 
hard  to  make.  Many  bookbinders  and  rulers 
are  adding  their  names  to  the  unemployed 
list.  And  this  is  where  the  cut  will  come  to 
the  men  as  well  as  the  masters.  Slack  trade 
means  severe  competition,  and  this  in  turn 
means  cut  prices.  It  is  the  easiest  thing  in 
the  world  to  cut  a  price  on  an  article  if  you 
aren't  sure  of  its  cost.  That  is  the  position  in 
the  bookbinding  trade.  With  no  check  and 
control  over  actual  records,  the  incentive  in 
estimating  is  to  keep  low,  and  in  a  great 
number  of  cases  that  sort  of  "  low  "  means 
below  actual  cost.  Printers  know  their  times 
and  costs,  and  when  they  lose  money  they  do 
it  with  a  clear  and  open  eye.  The  book- 
binding trade  is  less  fortunate,  and,  owing  to 
ignorance  wrought  through  lack  of  organisa- 
tion, can  lose  money  when  it  thinks  there  is 
a  tangible  profit.  Well  might  the  binder  be 
below  the  printer  in  status.  The  result  will 
be  that  the  trade  will  become  incapable  of 
maintaining  as  high  a  minimum  wage  as  the 
printing  side. 

Divided  Opinions. 

The  Liverpool  binders  are  shortly  to  be 
given  an  opportunity  of  expressing  their  pre- 


sent views  on  the  time  docket.  Manchester, 
the  most  backward  city  in  the  country  in 
some  respects,  saw  fit  to  condemn  dockets, 
despite  the  fact  that  the  more  intelligent  type 
of  bookbinder  realised  the  necessity  of  aiding 
the  management  to  run  its  business  on  a  sound 
and  profitable  system  as  much  for  his  own 
sake  as  theirs.  Sheffield  binders  approved  of 
the  use  of  time  dockets.  The  Binders'  Execu- 
tive is  agreeable  to  their  use.  In  every  city 
in  the  country  there  are  at  least  a  few  offices 
in  which  times  have  been  recorded  by  the 
men  for  years.  Yet  we  have  local  executives 
barring  the  way  to  sound  progress  and  busi- 
ness accuracy  by  impeding  the  use  of  dockets 
and  thwarting  the  use  of  any  decent  cost- 
finding  system.  Prejudice  dies  hard — but  it 
has  to  die ;  and  old  stock  arguments  are 
bereft  of  the  force  they  once  held.  Pleas  of 
victimisation  and  task  work  go  to  the  wall  in 
the  face  of  experience  accumulated  in  com- 
posing, machinery  and  lithographing  depart- 
ments, where  time  dockets  have  served  the 
purpose  of  strengthening  the  organisation, 
achieving  uniformity,  and  preventing  cut- 
throat competition  without  reaction  of  any 
sort  on  the  individuul  worker. 

Scientific  Costing  Impeded. 

Finally,  on  this  subject,  it  is  a  fact  that  a 
large  number  of  establishments  are  definitely 
against  any  attempt  to  get  at  the  time  costs 
of  manufacture  until  the  binding  time  docket 
can  be  applied.  The  reasoning  is  simple,  but 
absolutely  true,  that  the  absence  of  records 
from  any  one  department  breaks  down  the 
system,  or  nullifies  its  value  in  every  other 
department.  If  the  local  unions  are  against 
the  Federation  docket,  let  them  improvise  a 
simpler  form,  which  will  yield  at  least  aggre- 
gate times  without  any  attempt  at  analysis. 
There  is  room  for  reasonable  argument  on  the 
type  of  form  to  be  employed,  and  rather  than 
risk  the  continued  negation  of  a  finely  con- 
sidered and  universally  approved  scheme  of 
ascertaining  costs  of  production,  some  con- 
cession might  be  made  in  the  amount  of  data 
required  which  would  at  least  satisfy  the  men 
that  dockets  were  a  safeguard  and  not  a 
menace. 

Falling  Prices  of  Materials. 

The  market  foi  bookbinding  materials  is  in  \ 
a  moribund  condition.  Prices  are  falling  fast 
in  some  directions,  chiefly  affecting  leathers, 
gold  leaf,  glue  and  boards,  paper,  etc.  Fabrics, 
including  calicoes,  book  cloths,  buckrams,  etc., 
have  not  yet  been  affected,  although  there  are 
sure  signs  of  an  immediate  fall  in  calico 
prices.     Foreign  gold  leaf  is  coming  in  abun- 
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dantly,  and  latest  quotations  show  a  big  de- 
cline, 3i  in.  square  being  offered  at  56s.  per 
1,000  leaves,  while  4  in.  by  3i  in.  is  quoted 
69s.  6d.  per  1,000.  Scotch  glue,  which  had 
reached  190s.  per  cwt.,  is  now  procurable  at 
115s.,  and  there  will  be  a  further  downward 
track  before  it  reaches  a  level  patch.  Buyers 
are  well  advised  to  leave  book  cloths  and 
hollands  alone  until  prices  are  lowered.  The 
process  may  be  slow,  because  the  makers  have 
been  well  booked,  and  have  a  lot  of  back 
orders  to  be  worked  off,  nevertheless,  it  must 
be  sure,  since  cotton  lists  now  issued  show  a 
decline  of  25  per  cent,  to  33^  per  cent,  in  the 
price  of  raw  and  manufactured  product. 
BasjJs  Low. 
Basils  are  obtainable  at  is.  per  foot,  not- 
withstanding the  efforts  of  some  manufac- 
turers to  keep  prices  as  firm  as  possible.  There 
IS  no  demand  worth  speaking  of,  and  with  the 
near  approach  of  the  stock-taking  season  we 
may  assume  that  trade  for  1920  is  already  at 
at  an  end.  Prices  in  1921  will  be  on  a  lower 
level  despite  the  arguments  about  cost  of 
production.  The  next  thing  is  that  books 
will  have  to  cost  less  unless  the  binder  wishes 
to  see  the  trade  of  the  future  season  pass  more 
and  more  into  the  hands  of  the  loose-leaf  and 
mechanical  binder  specialist. 

Other  ilaterials  Cheaper. 
Anglo-russias  are  quoted  2s.  gd.  per  square 
foot;  rough  calfs,  2s.  6d.  to  2S"  9d. ;  coloured 
and  fair  calfs,  3s.  to  3s.  6d. ;  skivers  lo^d. ; 
paste-grains,  is.;  goats,  4s.;  fleshers,  is.  2d. 
to  IS.  4d.  Foils  and  parchments  are  freely 
obtainable,  and  prices  have  now  reached  a 
reasonable  level.  Imitation  leathers  are  de- 
finitely replacing  the  commoner  sorts  of 
leather,  and  the  demand  for  such  materials  as 
rexine  and  pluvinsin  is  as  great  as  ever.  The 
policy  of  the  manufacturers  has  been  to  keep 
prices  low  all  the  time,  and  users  cannot 
complain  of  any  trace  of  exploitation.  With 
the  slump  in  the  cotton  trade  and  the  long- 
expected  tumble  in  market  prices,  it  may  soon 
be  possible  to  secure  fabric  leathers  at  a  lower 
price. 

Repairs  to  ilachinery. 
Users  of  American  and  Continental  book- 
binding machinery  are  constantly  in  trouble 
through  lack  of  skilled  labour  for  the  execu- 
tion of  repair.  Even  when  a  fitter  or  repairer 
is  secured  from  headquarters  the  expense  in- 
curred in  travelling,  etc.,  goes  to  make  up  a 
bill  often  out  of  all  proportion  to  the  service 
rendered.  The  difficulty  is  primarily  due  to 
the  lack  of  British  machinery  and  the  inex 
perience  of  the  ordinary  printer's  engineer  in 
the  class  of  machinery  which  is  associated 
with  book  sewing,  etc. 

New  Book  Covering. 

Messrs.  Schofield  and  Sim,s,  Ltd.,  of  Hud- 
dersfield,  have  introduced  a  new  material  for 
book  covering  which  is  stated  to  be  only  one- 
third  the  price  of  cloth.  It  has  been  named 
"  Duxeen "  and  is  supplied  in  a  number  of 
different  colours,  fourteen  shades  in  all,  with 
a  promise  of  more  as  the  manufacturers 
extend  their  range.

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New    Inventions. 
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Feeding  Sheets. 

A  device  for  reducing  the  speed  of  sheets  of 
paper  or  other  materials  before  they  are  fed  to 
the  working  positions  in  printing,  folding, 
and  like  machines  is  arranged  as  an  indepen- 
dent speed  reducing  gear  unit  on  a  separate 
base-plate  and  in  a  separate  casing,  and  forms 
an  intermediate  gearing  of  the  parts  of  the 
machine.  In  the  folding  machine  shown  in 
Fig.  I,  a  speed  reducing  device  enclosed  in  a 
casing  B  and  mounted  on  a  base-plate  A  is 
inserted  between  the  driving  shaft  E  of  the 
folding  machine  and  the  driving  shaft  F  of 
the  feeding  tapes.  The  drive  is  transmitted 
by  sprocket  wheels  G,  H  on  the  shafts  E,  F 
respectively,  connected  to  sprocket  wheels  C, 


D  between  which  the  speed  reducing  device 
operates.  Fig.  3  shows  the  invention  applied 
to  a  sheet  feeding  machine  in  which  a  speed 
reducing  device  enclosed  in  a  casing  B  and 
mounted  on  a  base-plate  A  is  inserted  be- 
tween the  main  driving  shaft  E  driving  the 
combing-rollers,  etc.,  and  the  shaft  F  driving 
the  conveying  tapes  U.  In  a  modification,  the 
conveying  tapes  may  be  in  two  sets  driven  at 
different  speeds,  one  set  direct  from  the  main 
drive  and  the  other  at  a  reduced  speed 
through  the  speed  reducing  device.  The  in- 
ventor is  Mr.  G.  Spiess. 


Qripper  Mechanism. 

Mr.  S.  Bernard  has  patented  an  invention 
whereby  sheets  are  delivered  from  a  printing 
machine  by  a  drop-sheet  delivery  device  com- 
prising a  "reciprocating  carrier  C  to  which 
the  sheets  are  delivered  from  the  impression 
cylinder  i.  The  carrier  is  moved  towards  a 
set  of  fixed  grippers  A  which  are  opened  by 
the  action  of  the  carrier  C  on  an  arm  E  on 
the  gripper  shaft,  and  close  ou  the  sheet  by 


spring  action  as  the  carrier  returns.  The 
grippers  are  finally  opened,  after  the  rear 
edge  of  the  sheet  has  dropped  on  to  a  table 
D,  by  means  of  an  incline  G  on  the  carrier 
acting  on  a  lever  H  connected  by  a  rod  F  to 
the  lever  arm  E.  The  carrier  is  reciprocated 
by  adjustable  crank  mechanism  from  the  im- 
pression cylinder  i,  so  as  to  be  capable  of 
dealing  with  sheets  of  different  sizes.  The 
carrier  is  formed  with  tapes  or  slats  which 
are  withdrawn  from  under  the  sheet  as  the 
carrier  returns. 


Offset  Printing. 

For  reproducing  a  number  of  copies  of 
typescripts,  manuscripts,  or  drawings,  under 
an  invention  by  Mr.  P.  Focke,  the  designs, 
etc.,  are  drawn  on  thin  flexible  zinc  plates  free 
from  lead,  or  on  sheets  of  metallised  paper,  by 
hand  in  lithographic  ink,  or  are  printed  in  a 
typewriter  with  an  ink  ribbon  inked  by  trans- 
fer ink.  After  the  designs  are  produced  on  the 
metal  surfaces,  these  are  dusted  with  talc, 
etched  with  phosphoric  acid  and  gum  arable, 
dried,  washed,  and  rolled  up  with  Indian  ink. 
The  metal  plates  are  then  mounted  on  print- 
mg  rollers  fitted  with  inking  and  damping 
rollers,  and  the  designs  are  transferred  to  an 
offset  roller  which  co-acts  also  with  an  im- 
pression roller  to  which  paper  sheets  are  fed 
from  an  inclined  feed  board.  The  offset 
cylinder  is  of  the  same  size  as  the  printing 
cylinder,  but  the  printing  plates  occupy  only 
a  half  of  the  circumference  of  the  printing 
cylinders. 


Inking  Apparatus 
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Mr.  A.  Terry  has  patented  an  invention  by 


which  in

s  amount  of  ink  supplied  to  an  inking  roller 
different  parts  or  its  length  is  adjustable 


by  means  of  a  series  of  adjusting  devices,  and 
a'series  of  operating  members  therefor  which 
can  be  selectively  engaged  by  a  common 
actuating  member.  Figs,  i  and  3  show  the 
invention  applied  to  the  adjusting  screws  /  of 
the  ductor  blade  a.  The  screws  are  each  pro- 
vided with  a  worm  wheel  g  meshing  with  a 
worm  h  rotatably  mounted  on  a  hollow  actu- 
ating shaft  I  extending  across  the  press  and 
provided  with  a  hand  wheel  at  one  end. 
Each  worm  may  operate  two  screws  as  shown 
in  Fig.  3.  Any  one  of  the  worms  h  may  be 
operativelv  connected  to  the  shaft  t  by  means 
of  a  key  f'siidable  in  a  slot  in  the  shaft  and 
connected  by  swivel  links  m  to  an  operating 
chain  or  wire  n  passing  round  pulleys  0  to  a 
driving  sprocket  or  pulley  p.  The  invention 
may  be  applied  to  inking  apparatus  in  which 
the  ink  is  supplied  to  the  fountain  roller  by 
air  or  other  pressure,  the  air  or  ink  supply 
valve  spindles  taking  the  place  of  the 
adjusting  screvAS  /.  Specification  116,325  is 
referred  to.
